case a speedy hearing thereafter should be granted.

Spread ou t in the egg trays of 
C anada,o r jou rneys so u th Into Mexico, 
tlio hatching grou nds they make a 
Of cou rse, the Indian blood will re­ 
m ain and will be traceable for many 
feneratio ns to come, and for a long 
tim e to come there will be Indians of 
raised and u nmixed 
blood scattered 
am ong the whites. 
Bu t these Indians 
will earn their living as other folks 
o r will be exterm inated, the hu nting 
gro u nd will be bu t a traditio n, and 
the weapons of the .chase will be su p­ 
planted by the tools and appliances of 
civilization. 
The United States government is pro 
ceedlng on the theory th a t the Indian 
Is a desirable person jvhen he gives 
u p his tribal relations, proceeds to live 
as the whites do, earning his own live­ 
lihood, and not being a ward of the 
natio n—in other words, when he .ceases 
to be an Indian and blends with Ameri­ 
can citizenship.

the Indians. 
The o ther object is to 
■encou rage the Indian to leave the r4» ser- 
vatio n and to go ou t and work by the 
d ay o r week or month, as the white 
m an (Joes, taking his chances with the 
w hite man. 
These resu lts from tl*ve two methods 
are ,tlie same. 
They edu cate the In­ 
dian in the ways <rf th e white man. 
Mr. Leu pp says it Is an edu cation by 
abso rptio n. 
The Indian has brains, 
bu t he is u ltrnconsorvatlve. 
Go to the 
Indian nnd tell him he Is to he tau ght 
something, and lie will tell you 
he 
doesn't want to learn it. 
Bu t If the 
Indian is set down in the midst of 
•conditions where he can learn by oh 
nervation and absorption, he Is apt to 
learn readily enou gh. 
T his is the ex­ 
perience of the Indian affairs officials.

ordinarily stay on a horse. 
If a su d­ 
den rain comes up , the men and wom­ 
en seek shelter, but the horses hav e to 
soak. 
The horses are fastened to a 
p ost, und no one could blame them for 
breaking away and finding a 
p lace 
which their faithfu l serv ice has p u r­ 
chased. Many of them are driv en hard 
to and from the v illage and sev erely 
suffer at the p ost from the effects of 
wind and storm. 
In retu rn for slackness in not p ro­ 
v iding sheds for the horses tin* v illage 
p eop le hav e to endu re a stable odor on 
their streets whenev er the w eather is 
right for it. 
These odors d rift into 
the stores, and when the drop p ings are 
dry und line the winds blow the p a r­ 
ticles In also. 
Some v illages 
p rov ide 
well 
built 
sheds with feed mangers, where horses 
may not only enjoy fr(*edom from wind 
and ruin, but also hav e tho p rotection 
of their blankets and the p leasure of 
eating a bite before retu rning home. 
If goods are p u rchased, they may lie 
p laced in the v ehicle and be kep t as 
dry as when they came from the store 
till tlic owner is ready to go home. 
It 
is v ery u np leasant to think of riding 
home sitting on a wet cushion and u n­ 
der wet blankets.
